1. For positions for which compe- 
titive examinations usually are held, 


the Commission will accept as many 
applications as it figures there will 
be jobs to fill, with a little lee-way. 


2. Applicants will be examined in 


the order in which they applied.

Writing in 
the 
current 
Infantry 


Journal, Maj. Harold Doud, U. S. A., 
.tells of the training lhal has made 
lh" Japanese such lough soldiers. Ma- 
jor Doud spenl six months in 1931- 
35 as a guest officer of Ihe second 
company, seventh regular infantry of 
the imperial Japanese army. That au- 
tumn the company held its "dog days' 
training." Quoting from Major Doud's 
article: 


"The 12-day autumn, exercises were 


divided into three four-day exercises . 
. . . One clay we marched 37 miles. 
Twice the troops wenl there days 
and two nights without sleep except 
what could be snatched during 10- 
minutc halls and brief lulls in Ihe 
situation. 


"The last four-day period was the 


most strenuous. We started out at 5 
in the morning and marched almost 
continuously until 10 Ihc next morn- 
ing. In that time we covered 50 miles. 
The same night everyone was occup- 
ied with outpost duty and patrol . . 
" 'Why nol lei some of Ihem sleep?' 


I asked the caplain. 'Oh, no,' he said. 
'That is not necessary. They already 
know how to sleep. They need train- 
ing in how lo stay awake.' " 


These tough litlle yellow men were 


even then gelling ready lo fight us 
fat and sassy Americans. While we 
were calling them soft touches, they 
were driving to make themselves so 
hard that in due time we would turn 
out to be the soft touches. 


Major Doud saw the Japs tough- 


ening up in 1934-35. The queslion 
can fairly be asked: has his story 
been told before? If not, why not? 
The Infantry Journal might have ren- 
dered a service lo Ihe Army and to 
the nation by carrying this story in I 
every issue of the pasl seven or eight 
years.

Spacing of Gas 
Wells Debated 
at El Dorado 


Oil & Gas Commis- 
sion Opens Hearing 
on U. S.-State 
Regulations 


EL DORADO, Ark. -f/P)- Three 


prepared statements and a consider- 
able amount of testimony was heard 
Tuesday morning by the Slate Oil & 
Gas Commission as it opened its hear- 
ing on the question whether'gas wells 
arc to be held to a 640-acre spacing 
in Arkansas. 


The hearing recessed at noon until 


1:15 
p. m., with indications that it 


would run throughout the day. 


Federal and state regulations arc 


agreed on the matter of spacing oil 
wells, at 40-acre intervals—but the 
regulations differ as to gas wells. The 
federal regulation calls for spacing 
gas wells every 640 acres, while state 
regulations provide for 80 or 160- 
acre spacing. 


The state commission1 and operators 


have contended that on account of 
the formation found in the Arkansas 
fields it is impracticable to apply the 
640-acre federal regulation. 


Prepared statements were filed Tues- 


day morning by the Arkansas Louis- 
iana Gas company, the Standard Oil 
company, and the third by the Carter 
and Atlantic companies jointl. 


The statements purported to show 


the need for gas to supply industry 
particular war material industry. 


Also, need was shown for the un- 


interrupted movement of crude to the 
East coast. 


The Arkansas Louisiana Gas com- 


pany told of its contract to supply gas 
to the aluminum and other war in- 
dustries in this stale. The company 
said it has started a pipeline from the 
South Ark-dnsas gas fields, that it, is 
almost impossible to obtain sufficient 
gas elsewhere for industry within the 
state—unless more 'critical materials 
needed for war are diverted to the 
building of a much longer pipeline.

British Assert

Ships to Europe 


Speculate on 
Assignment of 
Admiral Stark to 
European Command 


By the Associated Press 
British naval circles commenting on 


the assignment of Admiral Harold B. 
Stark to London as commander of 
American warships in the European 
waters speculated Tuesday that the 
U. S. might be planning to increase 
its naval strength across the Atlantic. 


These quarters declared it was ob- 


vious that an officer of Admiral Starks 
high rank would not be sent to Lon- 
don unless some new development of 
naval importance were in the offing. 


Other observers saw the possibility 


that powerful units of the American 
rapidly expanding navy might be 
sent abroad to counter any shift in 
the European naval balance through 
the obsorption of French warships 
into the German fleet, thus reinforce- 
ments might also be used in protect- 
ing a British counter invasion of the 
continent to establish a second front 
against Germany as repeatedly urg- 
ed by Russia.

Pork Prices 


Order, Including 
Ham, Bacon, Ef- 
fective March 7 


WASHINGTON —(#)— The govern- 


ment temporarily froze wholesale pric- 
es of 90 per cent of the nation's pork 
products including ham and bacon 
Tuesday at the highest levels pre- 
vailing between March 3 and March 
7. 


Of the ceiling, effective March 23, 


the order applies'to dressed hogs and 
wholesale pork cuts and price admin- 
istrator Leon Henderson, declared it 
was expected to "help impotantly in 
holding down Ihe^ cost of living.' ' 


FSA Assistance 
in Food Drive 


'Food-for-Freedom' 
Loans Now Avail- 
able to Farmers 


Families in rural towns and com- 


munities part-time farmers, and farm 
laborers in Hempstead county will be 
Riven an opporlunily by the Farn 
Security Administration to participate 
in the Food-for-Freedom program o 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
John V. Ferguson, FSA supervisor 
said Tuesday. 


"Since the end of last year's har- 


vest, conditions have changed swiftly 
forcing many families who depend on 
public works for part of their in- 
come, to seek, other means of live- 
lihood," said Mr. Ferguson. "In ordei 
to prevent suffering and provide the 
families with sufficient food and ad- 
ditional income, Farm Security has 
designed a program for financing the 
food production program of these fam- 
ilies." 


Known as Food-for-Freedom loans, 


the loans will enable part-time farm- 
ers, day laborers, and rural families 
to produce needed vegetables, poultry 
and eggs, dairy products, hogs, and 
beef. These products are needed ur- 
gently in the war which the United 
Nations are waging against the Axis. 


"Every acre and every rural and 


farm family are needed to produce the 
food America must produce to win 
this war," said Mr. Ferguson. "Funds 
have been 
allocated and 
we are 


ready to take applications for Ihe 
loans. Our regular loan season is al- 
most over and we will be able to 
handle 
the new 
Food-for-Freedom 


loans quickly. 


"Rural families wilh land farm ex- 


perience, regardless of whether they 
are regular farmers, can start an all- 
out food production program now by 
using the services and loan assis- 
tance of Farm Security, "Mr. Fergu- 
son said. 


Loans will be made for gardening 


equipment, seed, rent for workstock, 
power eqoipment, livestock shelters, 
fencing, machinery, feed cows heif- 
ers pigs, chickens and other produc- 
tion goods. 


Food-for-Freedom 
loans will not 


exceed $500 and will bear 5 per cent 
interest. They will be repayable with- 
in a year, except in those cases where 
long-term food programs are involv- 
ed. Loans for long-term food pro- 
grams will be repayable over periods 
ranging from three to five years. The 
loans will be secured by chatlel mort- 
gages and crop liens. 


"Because security of tenure is im- 


porlanl in safeguarding production, 
borrowers must obtain from the own- 
ers of the land they operate a written 
[ease for one to five years, or for 
the period of the loan, or for the dura- 
tion of the war," he said. 


Many farm boys and girls, mem- 


tiers of the 4-H clubs and Future 
Farmer clubs, will be given an op-

National Geo- 
graphic Society 
Wastes No Time

WASHINGTON-In 
this 
sea 
of 


civilian defense unpreparedness called 
the national capital, there is one little 
"island" where the inhabitants have 
done their job so well that the effort 
is worth reporting. 


It is the National Geographic So- 


ciety, national headquarters of which 
fill the five-story building at Six- 
teenth and M, a few blocks north of 
the While House. 


When the call came for organiza- 


tion of civilian defense, Dr. Gilbert 
Grosv'enor, president of the society, 
decided cooperation in the district and 
area civilian, defense programs wasn't 
exactly complete.

One designated employe and his as-

One of these pushes a button 


and three blasts sound on seven au- 
tomobile horns located 
throughout 


the building. Within two and a half 
minutes (the time I was checking) the 
226 employes and officials of the so- 
ciety are assembled in the basement 
cafeteria, all valuable records, manu- 
scripts, and photos have been trundled 
into a bombproof, fireproof vault, and 
the society's auxiliary police, fire- 
men, airplane spotters, first aid nurses, 
and so on are at their stations. 


The society's quarter of a million 


unpublished photographs and originals 
of 38,000 published pictures are locked 
in a fireproof vault.

Veteran in the Fight 
Mrs. Boole, widow of a Brooklyn 


Methodist minister, has been battl» 
ing for prohibition for years. As vicf 
president of the National WCTU shs. 
was in the thick of the fight that 
brought the Eighteenth Amendment. 
As president she waged the battle 
against its repeal. Today, after a siege 
with pneumonia, she marshals her ar- 
guments as clearly as she did in her 
early crusading days. 


"During World War No. 1," she says, 


"a five mile dry zone was established 
around each camp and fort and no 
liquor could be sold to men in soldier's 
uniform. These regulations 
showed 


that we don't have to have liquor to 
win the war. 


"But these laws have been repealed 


and in this war the sale of liquor in 
training camp territory is legalized 
under state laws. Accurate surveys 
show that the men have been exploit- 
ed—urged to come in on the grounds 
that there was nowhere else .to go. I 
is to protect the men in service tha 
the Sheppard Bill is being promoted. 


.."There are some other things ti 


consider too. The public has been 
warned against the disclosure of wa 
secrets. But alcoholic beverages loos 
en tongues and war secrets may b 
disclosed by drinking men." 


Mrs. Sheppard—tall, 
white-hairec 


and chic—rand no relative of the sena 
tor who introduced the bill is th 
wife of a New York lawyer. For 1 
years she served as Chairman of Socia 
Service at St. Luke's Hospital. 


"The work our social workers -did 


with people in tenaments where there 
were often speak-easies and stills, con- 
vinced me that prohibition would not 
work" she says. In 1929 Mrs. Sheppard 
headed the women's organization of 
the campaign for repeal in New York 
State and in 1933 took her present job. 


Sees Greater Evil 
"You can't stop people drinking by 
aw," she says. "They'll drink any- 
way. If liquor cannot be sold legal- 
y within certain area around camps 
t is sure to be sold illegally. 


"I have two grandsons who have 


enlisted and I am especially interest- 
ed in this question. I believe the boys 
are safer if there are supervised lic- 
ensed places near camp than if, in 
so-called dry zones, liquor is illegal- 
ly sold by bootleggers. 


"We now have a lot of licensed 


jlaces in camp areas. They must be 
licensed every year and we don't is- 
sue any new licenses until we have 
consulted the commanding officer of 
the camp."
